The miners do not want to concede 


this. 


The refusal of the operators to grant 


this demand may mean an indefinite 
prolongation of the strike. 


The non-committal attitude of Pres- 


ident Mitchell's helps to strengthen 
the,impression that the labor war is 
not so near solution as it was thoucht 
to have been. 


The spirit of jubilation that nrevail- 


ed in the region Wednesday has riven 
way to a feellns of disaj>i>olntment. 


This is apparent everywhere. 


Eight hundred strikers made a secret 


march to the No. 4 Jedro mine of 
Markle and company w4 Oakdale this 
morning and tried to close the colliery. 


One man going to work was set 


upon and beaten. 


The mine is still workinz. 


Shamokin, Pa., Oct. 19—Preparations 


are being made by the Philadelphia 
and Reading coal and Iron company, 
the Mineral railroad ana mining com- 
pany and the Union coal company for 
an early resumption of work at their 
respective collieries.

CHINA ASKS PRESIDENT 


TO PLEAD WITH POWERS 


This Government First wants Assurances 


of the Emperor's Ability to Punish 


Offenders Against the Nations 


Washington, Oct 1»—Tha message of 


the Chinese emperor to the president 
urging aerly negotiations for settle- 
ment and the presiden't reply thereto 
were made public today and are as 
follows: 


Handed to president by Minister "VVu, 


the 17th: "The following telegraphic 
imperial letter, dated the Hth, by privy 
c'ouncil from Tung Kuan (in. Shensi) 
and retransmitted from Shanghai by 
Director General Shengr under date of 
the 16th, has been received by Minister 
Wu: 'Emperor of the Chinese empire, 
to his excellency the president of the 
United States, greting: "We are ex- 
tremely grateful to your excellency for 
taking the initiative in the withdrawal 
of tro'ops (from Pekinf) and for consent- 
ing', in the interests of friendly rela- 
tions, to use in our behalf your kindly 
offices between China and the friendly 
powers, who have been offended on ac- 
count of the recenlt unexpected up- 
rising in China. 


"We, therefore, especially delegate 


our minister, Wu Ting Fang, to per- 
sonally deliver this telegraphic letter 
to your excellency, conveying our sin- 
cere expression of our thanks. 


"We beg your excellency, itJ the in- 


terest 'of peace and international good 
relations, will exert your friendly in- 
fluence with the other powers toward 
a complete effacement of all ill feel- 
ing and a speedy determination on 
their part to ntegotiate for peaceful 
settlement 


"For this we shall feel unbounded 


gratitude towards 
your excellency 


whose good offices we are now earnest- 
ly beseeching." 


Communicated to Minister Wu for 


transmission, the 18th: "To majesty, 
Kwang Hsu, emperor of China, Greet- 
ing: It afforded me much pleasure to 
receive your imperial majesty's tele- 
graphic letter of the 14th. which has 
been delivered by your majesty's min>- 


later at Washington. 


"I cordially share your majesty's 


wish, that there may be a. peaceful set- 
tlement of all questions between China 
and the powers, whose interests have 
So greviously suffered wrong in your 
majesty's dominion, and the outcome 
may be a. complete efcacement ot the 
ill-feelinkr between them, 


"The desire of this government that 


such settlement may be brought about 
speedily has been made known to all 
the 
'owers, and I trust negotiations 


may begin so soon as we and the other 
offended governments shall be effec- 
tively satisfied of your majesty's abil- 
ity anld power to treat with just stern- 
ness the principal offenders, who are 
d'oubly culpable, not alone toward for- 
eigners, but towards your 
majesty, 


under whose rule the purpose of China, 
to dwell in concord with the world has 
hitherto found expression in the wel- 
c'ome and protection assured sxrarigers.

BAILEY'S BODY IDENTIFIED 


Missing Arms and Legs are Recovered by 


Police, Best Has Lost None of 
^ 


His Coolness 


Mass., Oet 19.—The entire body 


ef G. B. Bailey <>f North Saugusv -who 
vena murdered about Oct. 8, is now in the 
possession of the Lynn polio*, and has 
been positively identified. 


The missing head and arms were found 


by the police in dragging; Olenmere, 
"Floating Bridge," pond, yesterday af- 
ternoon. 
These remains were taken to 


a local undertaker's rooms and thera 
Identified by people who knew Bailey 
well. 
John C. Best, who ia held on sus- 


picion of having committed the murder, 
waa confronted with the head, but all he 
would, say* was that he thought it might 
be Bailey's. 


The dragging of the pond waa resumed 


yesterday afternoon. 
Officers McKen- 


ney and Burrell, who occupied one of the 
boats, hauled up an old meal hag. As 
It was lifted above the surface something 
Cropped out of it, th* mouth of the bag 
not being tied, and fell to the bottom ot 
the pond. What it was no one seems to 
know. 
Upon examination, the bag was 


found to contain the missing arms aid a 
stone weighing 20 pounda. 


The outer shirt sleev««; as well as those 


•f the undershirt, were on the arms, and 
were of the same material as those found 
IMS the trunk. 
On the left hand on* of 


the fingers was twisted, this being the 
result of a former injury. 
This was one 


*r the strong points of lden*lfica.tloa. 


Half an hour later, Officers Lyons and 


Darvey brought up another hag. In this 
bag were the head and a large stone, the 
baj; being tightly tied at the mouth. The 
haad was in good condition. 
At the tip 


Of the chin, on the left side of the face, 
was quite a large hole, -which looked as 
If it had been made by a misdirected 
blow when the head was chopped oft. 


Meanwhile, several persons who had 


known Bailey were sent for, and they 
were all positive in the Identification of 
Bailey. 


John C. Best, the suspected murderer, 
ras brought from the police station and 
taken Into the room where the dismem- 
bered remains of BaJley were lying. He 
iras very coed, and apparently showed no 
thange of countenance. 
He was asked 


if he recognized the dead man, but his 
inly reply waa: "Well, I think that may 
be him." Be waa then taken back to the 
iration and locked up. 


State Officers Neal and Hammond, 


Chief of Police Thompson of Saufcus and 
three inspectors were at the Break Heart 
Hill farm, and through the neighboring 
woods yesterday. They made a thorough 
learch of all the buildings to see if they 
could find some trace of the blood that 
must have come from the killing of the 
man., but they failed to find anything. 


Medical Examiner Pinkham states that 


an examination of Bailey's stomach 
showed remnants of food in it, indicat- 
ing that death hod come soon after eat- 
ing.

DEADLY SNAKES. 


Tartan* Signs by Which Their Char- 


acter May Be Recognized. 


To distinguish between Tenomous and 


harmless snakes is easy in practice, but it 
if difficult to explain in words alone, as 
there is one external characteristic which 
distinguishes them. It is rather a pecul- 
iar, varying union of many separate 
marks that biauus the daugeroua reptile. 


Generally speaking, all snakes may be 


divided into two great classes—those 
which have the head covered with nu- 
merous small scales and those whieh 
haye it covered with large, regularly fit- 
ted plates. Leaving out the elipidae and 
the poisonous sea snakes, with which 
the hunter will have nothing to do, all 
makes with small head scales move 
about by night and those with the large 
plates on the head by day. This may be 
known by their eyes, lor the first have 
vertical pupils like the cat's, while those 
of the latter arc generally circular in 
form. The long, active day snake, glid- 
ing about from bush to bush or hurriedly 
taking refuge beneath some protruding 
rock or tree stump, is harmless. Even 
should he lie coiled in the sunshine he 
will flee from approaching danger. But 
a serpent nicely coiled in some secluded 
nook which instead of fleeing gathers 
himself closer together is most probably 
dangerous, particularly if he be more or 
less marked with a suggestion of irregu- 
lar crossbars or whitish or dirty yellow 
and darker brown or blackish. This is 
the characteristic coloring of our most 
dangerous suukes, the ratiier, the copper- 
head and the moccasin. 


The following points embrace nil the 


peculiarities of our American vipers, and 
the last two are especially noteworthy as 
the crowning proofs of venom: 


(1) Moving about at dusk or by night, 


generally on the ground, and very rarely 
ascending trees or bueb.es. (2) Seldom 
flying in alarm, but rather coiling for de- 
fpuse. (3) Colors generally subdued in 
tint, with a semblance of irregular cross- 
bars of lighter and darker shades. (4) 
Tail short, body stout, neck thin, head 
flat and very broad, especially behind. 
(5) Scales keeled—i. e., e«ch scale has a 
ridge down the middle, which gives the 
skin a rough appearance like a rasp. (6) 
Head covered with small scales, some- 
times larger over the eyes or nose. (7) 
Eyes with vertical pnpils like a cat's. 
(8) Two pits or holes between the eyes 
and nose, suggesting four nostrils. (9) 
Two long, curved, perforated fangs in 
the upper jaw just in front of the eye, 
one on either side and so hinged that 
they lie backward, hidden from view in 
a membranous sheath, but erectile at 
will. 


Some of the first seven peculiarities 


may be found in harmless snakes, but it 
is only in the vipers that they are united. 
—Outing.

was continued till a few years ago, 
when he gave up the store. Since that 
time he has given his attention chiefly 
to real estate, of which he owned a 
considerable amount, though he con- 
tinued to do something in the plumbirig 
line, having a shop at his home on 
Meadow street. 


Mr. Woodhead was an active and en- 


ergetic business man and a hard work- 
er . He was a man of good judgment 
and was successful irt his business. He 
was a sociable and neighborly man and 
was a well known and respected resi- 
dent. He had been a member of the 
Methodist church for many years and 
took an active interest in the work of 
the church. He was also a member of 
Greylock lodge, F. arid A. M.

Wort Troy, N. Y., who survives him 
with two daughters, Mrs. John Stodden 
of this city and Mrs. J. Howard Truran 
of Brewster, N. T.

Although the term "Tuirure" has 


used for all tiieo as a term of the vilest | 
opprobrium, no one who knows the bird, I 
its r.ppearancc and its in.b'-ts i-ould doubt j 
far a moment that it e\::'f~M-s a di-pth of | 
degradation which is barply ccur eivable. 


And yet thp vulture docs a fjtcat deal 


of good in acting as tltc B<-^v'.".;ger of the 
veldt. 
But for his quick eye, carrion 


taste and lo^e of dead meat the disease 
perms in the carcasses of dend oxen 
would be far more proliGc and dangerous. 


Throughout South Africa is round the 


aasvogftl. 
Go anywhere you iiko on the 


veldt, and sooner or later—and in all 
probability the former—you will find the 
remains of his ghastly meal. There nre 
hundreds of thousands of oxen used in 
the transport and trekking service. Many 
of them die from exhaustion, want of 
•water or cruelty from their, Boer mas- 
ters. Or they may eat of the poisonous 
tulp, a bulbous plant growing in marshy 
places. 


A kurneyor, or teamster, soon knows if 


any one or more of his oxen have been 
eating tulp. The neck-of the ox swells, 
his eyes close up. ho gives short, sharp 
coughs, and his case is generally hope- 
less. 
I'ometinies, however, he may be 


saved, and this by a peculiar, homeopath- 
ic sort of remedy. If the bulb of the tulp 
plant is crushed into pulp, mashed with 
hot water and forced boiling hot down 
the throat of the ox IIP may recover. 


Tho quickness of the eye of the aasvo- 


gel is simply astounding. An ox falls out 
of the team, evidently ill. 
He is out- 


spanned from his yoke fellow, and he 
goes down to the spruit, er htrear.2. The 
sky above and away to the hor'sou on all 
sides is absolutely clear and cloudless.

Whittier held "Gail Hamilton" (Abi- 


gail Dodge) in the highest esteem, and 
the letters that passed between them are 
really most delightful. Here is one of the 
scries in The Ladies' Home Journal that 
Is truly characteristic of Whittier. 
It 


was written in I860: 


"I must tell thee something droll. Last 


week the Amoskeag veterans from New 
Hampshire and a Massachusetts compa- 
ny, with military bands, came and parad- 
ed before our house, and Governor Smyth 
of New Hampshire and one or two offi- 
cers called on me. When they left aud I 
stepped out to see them civilly off. the 
men in epaulets got up a grand military 
salute, with mmsie and three cheers to 
wind up with! Was ever a Quaker in 
such a predicament? I did, I fear, some- 
what compromise myself by lifting, al- 
most involuntarily, my hand to my hat. 
But I resisted the temptation and only 
pulled my hat lower down over my brows 
by way of testimony." 


He Set at Eight. 


He was only a little boy, and this was 


his first diary. It had been given him as 
a birthday present and was bound in a 
red cover, with a highly colored picture 
adorning the front. 


He meant to begin well and early, so 


he carefully wrote, "Got up at 7." Then, 
according to instructions, he took it to 
his governess for approval. 


That highly proper lady frowned. "Got 


up!1' she said; "got up: You careless boy! 
Does the sun get upV No, it rises." 


Very neatly she scratched out the bar- 


barous words and made him write, "Rose 
at 7." This settled Master Tom; no more 
mistakes of this kind for him again! 


So on retiring for the night he wrote, 


with the air of a man who knew his busi- 
ness well, "Set at 8." 


Art TrennnrpB In Japan. 


The Japanese idea in regard to art 


treasures 
is quite different from 
the 


American idea, as seen in the home. The 
American method is to keep nil the good 
pictures or beautiful bronzes or unique 
vases in evidence all the time. The Jap- 
anese way is to store the artistic belong- 
ings, bringing different ones to light for n 
thr.c, and ttrrcbj avc'Jias tV.c toe abun- 
dant appearance thnt is often the rule 
here.—New York Sun.

L. L. Brown Still oh Stand in Paper 


Case Hearing 


The Ij. L. Brown hearing Trent along 


. yesterday with Mr. Brown on the stand 


:ill day undergoing the severe cross-

plaintiff 
corporation. 


The v.'-.'.ness wa-s questioned 
closely 


about an "Anderson note" of $4000 that 
was given i", 1S73, and also an. entry 
on the bool:;-, r-harging- the Renfrew 
manufacturing 
< nmpany 
v. iffi 
over 


$26,000 that same year. 
Mr. Brown 


said that prior to the ls>i of July, 1873, 
the notes of L. L. Brown & Co., whirh 
is the old concern, were used for the 
benefit of the Renfrew corporation and 
he usually signed them in the name of 
thp old firm. 


The witness was further auestioned 


about the defendant's declaration and 
set-off in the case, and he stated that 
in the case of a. large number of items 
pointed out to him he had neither rec- 
ollection nor memoranda as to who 
signed certain notes, excepting what 
the books showed. He was examined 
at some length on this, matter and also 
about an item on the books of the L. 
Tj.Brown Paper company, entered for1 
the purpose of correcting an error with 
the First National bank 
< f 
Adams. 


This item amounted to $19,500. 
Mr. 


Tirown said that he had no knowledge 
of what thp error meant and he could 
see no reason why the entry should 
have been made. 


In regard to certain entries on check 


stub books Mr. Brown said that the 
handwriting looked something like his 
own. 
but he could not state positively 


n,bout it. The witness said that as a 
funeral thi'lr he/had the handling and 
disposition of both the "bills payable 
and the bills receivable of the plain* 
tiff corporation. Mr. Brown furtfier 
stated to the court that the "Mann 
mortgage" of $30,000 in regard to which 
considerable evidence was submitted 
by Mr. Buss, the expert accountant for 
tlin plaintiff constituted the basis for 
the note of* a similar amount held by 
the South Adams savings bank againat 
I,. I.i. Brown & Co., Mr. Brown saw 
no reason why the TJ. L. Brown Paper 
company should pay the interest on 
the South Adams savings bunk noio 
of $10,000.

ing been notified by the police here. 
When caught, they were driving the 
load of wire south. Bosley's compan- 
ion escaped, but Boslt.? was captured. 
He was given a hearing, and held for 
the higher court.

I guilty, and the two years sentence is 
J the result. Bosley's home was in. this 


city till a year or so ago, when lie dis- 
appeared. He is well known in this 
city. 


REPORT OF INSANE ASYLUM 


Catet of Insanity in Western Massa- 


chusetts and Its Treatment 


The aninual reports of the Northamp- 


ton insane asylum have just been is- 
suud, and furnish a number of facts of 
interest. 
The hospital year ends 'on 


September 30, and all figures refer to 
the status of the institution on that 
date. The hospital is in its usual excel- 
lerJt condition financially, and materi- 
ally, 
and 
its 
general management 


ranks high among the similar institu- 
tions of the state. Dunns the past 
year the additions and alterations con- 
templated in the appropriation made by 
the legislature of 1898, have been! car- 
ried to completion, and the remodeled 
administration building is greatly ap- 
preciated by Superintendent Houston 
and his staff, also by trustees and 
visitors. 


The 
superintendent and 
trustees 


again call attention to the need of an 
infirmary ward and a new stock barn 
arid are in hopes that the legislature 
will grant an appropriation for at least 
one of these needs during the next ses- 
sion. The infirmary ward is especially 
desired oince the number of aged and 
helpless patients is increasing ani3 the 
facilities for properly caring for them 
are not adequate. There are now in the 
hospital 48 patients between the ages 
of 65 and 70, forty-nine between 70 and 
80, and fourteenl over 80. There has been 
an unusual amount of sickness at the 
hospital during the year, seven deaths 
resulting from the typhoid fever epi- 
demic last fall, and two deaths from 
epidemic of malarial of which (h"re 
were 38 cases. The hospital has hehi 
the record among similar institutions 
of the state for low death rate until 


j this year, and in addition! to the causes 


j already stated for the increase, it is 


also due in some measure to the in- 
creasing number of aged patients. Of 
the S6 inmates who 
died during the 


year 38 were over 70 years of age. 


It is a singular coincidence that the 


number of patients at the beginning of 
the year was the same as at the end— 
590. At the beginning 'of the year there 
were 295 men and 295 women, another 
rare coincidence. The whole number 
of patients treated during the year was 
S33. 
There were 243 admission's and 243 


discharges, including the deaths. The 
daily average number of patients was 
576, 
and the smallest number on any 


one day .was 564. At the end of the 
year there were 312 -men and 278 women. 
The daily average was thirteen in ex- 
cess 'of last year arAl maintained the 
steady increase. 
Statistics show that 


the average increase at this hospital oi 
new cases, never *before in a. hospital, 
has been nearly four a year for the 
past twenty 
years. The number of 


new cases this year was thirteen. 


Of the patients admitted during the 


year 38 were from Hampshire county, 
121 from Harripden, 26 frt>m Franklin, 
and 45 from Berkshire. Forty-one per 
cent of all the patients were born in 
Massachusetts, 37 per cent are foreign 
born, and 57 per cent are of foreign 
parentage. In the list of probable 
causes- of the inteanity of the patients 
intemperance and dissipation lead with 
fifty cases. In about thirty cases the 
changes of old age are responsible for 
the meatal disorder. More than twelve 
per cent of the patients admitted the 
past year were over 70 years of age. 
During the year the discharges have 
been as follows: Recovered, 58; much 
improved, 
36; improved, 17; not im- 


proved,- 41. The supports 86 of the pa- 
tients, townls support 410, and private 
individuals support 80. 


The cost of caring for each patient 


was $3.37 per week, while cities and 
towns pay $3.25 a week for patients they 
s-end.
